Wreck Trapani 
To Rob Allies

We who, perforce, sit at home and watch 
the strategy of war unfold around the globe 
art apt, at times, to become irritated by the 
frequent contradictory statements, or opinions 
expressed, by those presumably in position to 
know the true activities behind the censored 


scenes. 

This has been particularly true of recent 
weeks, when the pressing question has been, 
when and where will the “second front” inva- 
sion of Europe take place. 

All of us have imagined a half dozen or 
more places around the circle of Hitler’s cir- 
cumscribed Europe where the blow might fall. 
All of us can guess approximate dates when 
the landing barges shall scrape upon the beach 
of some enemy-held land. ‘ 

Then, almost every day, we have read where 
such-and-such an official has said the invasion 


is coming in such-and-such a time; that it will . 


be launched against Italy, Norway, France, 
Greece or through the Adriatic sea. Sometimes 
we read predictions that there will be simul- 
taneous assaults in many areas, that some 
of these will be feints to draw the enemy 
forces away from the real point of invasion. 

It is all extremely confusing, but. we must 
all remember it is a well-calculated part, of 
the strategy of “rumor,” the war of nerves that 
is fast getting the enemy into such a state of 
mervous fear the cracking point in enemy 
morale is brought far nearer. 

The more we can confuse the enemy the 
better for us. Axis radio outpourings prove 
the highly nervous state they are in, today. 
They blare about naval concentrations in the 
Mediterrranean, about plans to invade through 
Greece. They propagandize about defenses 
built along the French coast and in the Low 
Countries, and they predict, hysterically, that 
the blow will come on some given date. 

One thing is sure. The more we can confuse 
them, the leSs able they are to prepare advance 
defense. And, if varied predictions, hints, state- 
ments or opinions from leaders here and abroad, 
of all types and rank, contribute to that con- 
fusion, well and good. We can survive uncer- 
tainty and confusion in our own minds, for 
mone can have any effect on the outcome of 
the battle to come. But each added uncertainty 
we can implant in Axis minds is another ad- 
Vantage for us.

Dependents’ Allowances 

Following recommendations by the Army 
and Navy, bills are to be introduced in con- 
gress increasing the allowances for dependent 
children of men in the armed forces. * 

Under the plan proposed, a wife with one 
child would receive $68 a month, instead of the 
$62 now allowed. Each additional child would 
receive $11 monthly instead of the present $10. 

Childiess wives would continue to receive 
the present $50 monthly. This is contributed 
as $22 from the soldier husband and $28 from 
the government. Allowances for dependent 
children are paid entirely by the government. 

While the increases are small, they will be 
important to the recipients. It is expected 
that the needed bill will be approved by con- 
gress. 

One inevitable reaction to the proposal will 
be stronger public belief that fathers are to 
be inducted into the services in the near future. 
The increased allowances move will be inter- 
preted as advance preparation for an influx of 
men with dependent children into the Army 
and Navy. 

This is not necessarily so. There can be no 
question that the mother left alone with young 
children needs all the financial support possi- 

le if she is to care for those children as she 

should, in these days of advancing cost of 
living. And there are fathers in the Army 
already—many of them. 

It remains true that the question of general 
induction of fathers depends not upon any fac- 


a 


tor over which this country has control. In 
the fina) analysis it depends entirely upon the 
progress of the war which, in turn, depends 
upon the effectiveness of resistance put up by 
the enemy. If the war goes well, fathers will 
not be needed to fight. If it goes not so well, 


if we meet battle reverses, if it is drawn out 


longer than now appears probable, we may 
need every man fit to carry a gun before the 
final victory is won.

We May Be Bombed 


There is possibility American cities may be 
bombed before this year is over.. A desperate 
Axis may attempt at least token bombings, as 
they see utter defeat staring them in the face. 
If such bombings do occur, their objective will 
be to panic the American people to such extent 
that popular demand, in this country, will 
compel withdrawal of our air forces now in 
Europe and Asia, for home defense. 

If the Axis entertains such a hope, it can 
only be because they rate the-courage and 
fortitude of the American people as far below 
that of Britain, Russia, China and other coun- 
tries which have suffered terribly under enemy 
bombings and which have, nevertheless, sur- 
vived the blitz with courage unshaken and 
determination unimpaired. 

If such bombings come, i* will provide the 
opportunity for Americans to prove they cannot 
be shaken from their will te victory any more 
than the people of Britain were shaken when, 
two years ago, they saw thei” cities devastated 
and awaited expected’ invasion practically un- 
armed and defenseless. 

The warning that such bombings are pos- 
sible should serve to stiffen the forces of 
Civilian Defense For upon those forces would 
fall the primary responsibility of minimizing 
the damage done and of upholding the morale 
of the people if the raids do come. 

Probably enemy bombs will never fall on 
American soil. For the Axis, in all arenas of 
conflict, is too busy today striving to defend 
itself. But, if they do come, we, as Americans, 
will show the world we, too, can take the 
worst the foe can send and keep grimly on the 
job of smashing him on his own home’ grounds.

A PAROLE SYSTEM THAT WORKS. 
(From The Albany Herald) 
It is sincerely to be hoped that Georgia’s new 
system of probation and parole will work out as 
well as the one in Virginia seems to be doing. 


The Virginia board’s program has now been 
in operation about ten months, and first reports 
show that a large number of probationers and 
parolees have been restored to earning capacities, 
thus being enabled to take care of themselves 
while making some contribution to dependents. 

At the same time the state of Virginia is saved 
$350 a year on each man. The cost of keeping one 
in prison is $375 a year, while the parole board 
supervision costs only about $25. 

As we undefstand it, Georgia’s new probation 
and parole system is not fundamentally different 
from that now on trial in Virginia, and if so we 
hope that equally successful results will be ob- 
tained in this state. 

Paroles in Georgia hereafter will not be 
granted except for the purpose of giving the men 
paroled a chance to rehabilitate themselves. In 
that way both the parolee and the state will 
benefit. Pardons will not be granted except in 
cases where it is shown that a man was unjustly 
convicted, but paroles will be available in all 
cases where the humane handling of men con- 
victed of crime calls for such action.

IN A COTTON PATCH ng first time I ever saw a man ride 
: n 


an airplane as a passenger was in 
a cotton patch down about Harmony Grove station below Come- 
merce, and the plane was one of those old World War Jennies, 
piloted by a little barnstormer in shiny high boots with all his front 
teeth knocked out. You flew five minutes for $5 and when the 
plane took off it didn’t much more than clear the tops of the 
pine trees at the edge of the field and it lurched around in the 
air like a cowbird in flight. The blast from its wooden pro 
picked up the gray dust from the cotton patch, and the dea 
leaves and stalks of cotton and blasted them all over the people 
standing around. 

The first man that. went up looked scared. He was scared, 
too. You could tell it. And people shook hands with him when 
he got in. And a lady who I guess was his mother sat in a car 
down on the road beside the field and wouldn’t look when the 
plane rumbled off across the field and didn’t turn her head toward 
the field until it was back on the ground again. 


When the first man got back everybody crowded up and asked 
him how it was and he said it was fine and for them to go ahead. 
One or two of them did, but most folks hung back. 


Finally somebody saw a colored boy named Gooch Gaines 
over in back of the crowd. Gooch was the shoeshine boy at Sims 
and Dowdy’s barber shop and everybody knew him. Somebody 
said, “Let’s make up a pot so Gooch can ride.” So they passed 
a hat around and made up the $5 and grabbed Gooch by the arms 
and got him up by the plane and finally got him in it, though 
Gooch was scared to death and everybody was laughing. 


When the pilot gunned the motor Gooch’s head started sinking 
down lower and lower in the cockpit until when the plane started 
to taxi off you couldn’t see anything but the top of Gooch’s head. 


You couldn’t even see Gooch as the plane swept back low 
over the crowd after the takeoff and the pilot said every time he 
looked back during the flight Gooch was just scrunched down 
in the cockpit. They had to help Gooch out when he got down, 
and he admitted he didn’t even know. for sure he had been off 
the ground and didn’t want to know. 

The plane didn’t stay but one day, but for weeks after that 
everybody talked about the airplane, and the ones who went up 
felt pretty good about having nerve enough to fly and after awhile 
Gooch forgot about having stayed hunched down in the cockpit all 
the time and started telling folks in the baber shop about how the 
fields looked, and the trees, and the houses, just like the others 
who had stuck their heads out. 

COTTON DUSTING The next time an airplane came to the 

Commerce neighborhood it came to dust 
cotton down toward Athens. It must have been one of the first 
demonstrations ever seen in Georgia, for the Atlanta papers sent 
reporters over, and people came for miles. 

Later on the air mail started flying over our town—a flimsy 
little cabin plane loaded with mail sacks. Every night about 8 
o'clock my father would put his paper down and listen for the 
hum of the plane’s motor, coming in from the southeast. When 
he heard it he would look at his watch and nod and say “Right on 
the dot.” Then he would go out on the high back porch and stand 
watching the red and green lights of the plane blinking up there 
in the dark. I'd stand there with him, watching, and it was always 
a wonder to us that the ship seemed to fly in a groove in the air, 
between our house and the Farabees, never deviating. | 


I forget now who flew that plane, but I knew then, and we who 
stood there watching felt a kinship with him somehow, riding 
those twin winking stars through the lonely night. “Go on, son, 
go on,” my father would say, raising his hand in a sort of salute as 
the sound of the plane died away and the lights blinked out in the 
far-off haze. 

Then he would stand there a minute, brooding. 

“This is an age we are living in, I’m telling you,” he would say, 
FIRST PILOT I! guess the first boy in our town to earn his 

pilot’s wings was O. K. Haley, who everybody 
knew would turn out to be a daredevil of some sort because he 
was the only boy in town who would walk the second row of girders 
on the water tank, 60 feet up in the air. 

He made, I guess, the most spectacular return to his home 
town any body ever dreamed of making. He appeared unher- 
alded, a silver speck in the sky, and as everybody crowded into 
the streets to watch him put the nose of his ship down and roared 
straight for the post office. 

For half an hour, maybe, he dived on Main street and soared 
up to dive again while people alternately rushed to see him come 
and fled to shelter in terror that he would crash. 


Then he roared away toward Bowden hill, and circled his own 
house until his mother came out and waved her apron at him, and 
shouted “Come down from there” like she used to do when he 
walked the high girders of the water tank. 

And remembering all that—Gooch, and the mail plane, and 
Haley diving at the town and all—it didn’t seem so fearful and 
remarkable a thing when I made my own first flight in an old 
clunker of a plane off a bare red hill near Athens. 

So maybe it isn’t unusual that McGill should grab his hat and 
his brief case and his typewriter and set off for England as 
casually as I caught my Buckhead bus.

‘ment by the RAF transport com- 
| mand had an 84-foot wingspan 
with freight capacity of.a ton and 
a half. Known as type CG4A, it 
| was designed by the Waco Aircraft 
|Company and built by a\.New York 
‘piano manufacturer. 


| Squadron Leader R. G° Seys of 
the RAF piloted the glider with 
Squadron Leader F. M. Gobeil of 
the Royal Canadian Air Force as 
‘co-pilot, while Flight Lieutenant 
'W. S. Longhurst, a Canadian in 
the RAF, piloted the tow plane 
with Flight Lieutenant C. W. 
Thomson as co-pilot. 

The flight was preceded by 
many months of experimental 
hops with the fully-loaded glider. 
The major test was a triangular 
corse flown to and from Mon- 
treal by way of New‘oundland and 
Labrador. The las stage of ths 
flight carried 820 miles, setting a 
record for loaded glider flight by 
exceeding the American mark of 
670 miles. 

Some of the worst weather of 
5( years beset these experimental 
runs—including a blizzard which 
‘forced the glidef down in snowy 
/mountains—bu* the Atlantic cruss- 
‘ing ctarting from Montreal was 
hainpered by ‘ad weather only on 
the first leg. 

On the first hop it took three 
hours to climb against headwinds 
to 9,000 feet in a vain effort to try 
to get over clouds. But the wea- 
ther improved and the final day’s 
run brought the “train” to its des- 
tination exactly at the estimated 
‘arrival time. 

The glider, loaded and unloaded 
through a large door in the nose, 
was reinforced for the trip with 
steel attachments designed to take 
a pull of 20,000 pounds.

U. S. Fliers Shatter 
Jap Ack-Ack Posts 
In 9 Raids on Kiska 


WASHINGTON, July 4.—(AP)—American airmen, bat- 
tering the Japanese Kiska garrison which seems ultimately 
destined for destruction, have scored numerous damaging 
hits in a new series of nine raids. 


The Navy, reporting this today, , 


said antiaircraft positions and the 
camp areas on the rocky Aleutians 
island were struck by the heaviest 
loads of bombs. Some of the gun 
emplacements may have been 
knocked out and casualties could 
have been caused in the living 
quarters. 

It reported also, without explan- 
ation, that “one direct hit was 
made on a house.” In view of the 
accuracy of American precision 
bombing it appears probable that 
the house was chosen objective; 


it could have been a headquarters | 
building for a part of the enemy’s | 


Kiska command. 
Return Alone. 

Ventura and Mitchell medium 
bombers and Liberator heavy 
bombers carried out eight of the 
nine new raids on Kiska. They 
struck in waves on Friday at gun 
positions in the Gertrude cover 
area, the camps and the north 
head section of the island. 

The Liberators went back alone 
the next day again to pound 
enemy positions, hitting this time 
at the main camp area. Fog and 
low hanging clouds, however, 
made it impossible to observe re- 
sults of the attack. 

Obviously a continuation of the 
aerial bombardment expected to 
soften up the Aleutians base for 
invasion, the raids were the heav- 
iest reported since the general of.- 
fensive started far away in the 
south and southwest Pacific. 

2 New Munda Ralds.

WASHINGTON, Sunday—lIt is interesting that the Fourth of 
July this year should fall on a Sunday. Perhaps it is a sign that 
this is a solemn occasion in our United States and we should 
approach it, not in the usual spirit of national 
pride for past achievements, but in a prayer- 
ful spirit, asking for whatever help may be 
granted us to meet our present-day problems 
wisely. 

On the war front we have had some suc- 
cesses and a lull in activity of late, but during 
that time the home front has been particularly 
active. We realize that war is being waged not 
only by the soldiers at the front, but in every 
country by the peoples at home as well. We 
are struggling to make a pattern at home which 
will carry us into the post-war period and 
help us to meet the problems of reconstruction. ‘ 

As in other trying times in our history, it is easy to oo aa 
men and women in our midst who are thinking solely in terms of 
their own self-interest and not in terms of their country. Some- 
times I think that this war front between personal interests was 
in the past and is today, almost as bitterly contested as any other | 
battle front throughout the world. Human beings are apt to be | 
short-sighted. What is going to happen to them or to their be- | 
longings tomorrow or next week is so much more real than any 
vision of what is going to happen to the world two or three years 
from now! 

It may well be that this home front battle of ours in the United 
States may have a considerable effect, however, upon the military 
battle. If the world decides that in the United States we deal 
justly and fairly with all of our citizens, that democracy really 
means that the will of the people as a whole is translated into 
action, our strength may seem so invincible that resistance may 
become weakened. Enemy peoples may even turn more hopefully 
to the solutions which they see us working out on our domestic 
front. These solutions may prove to be adaptable to their own 
ways of life in the future and so they affect their desire to resist 
in the struggle now going on. 

Each one of us as a citizen today looks back with pride on the 
service and sacrifice of former citizens. We celebrate the Declara- 
tion of Independence in which a people formulated their ideas of 
liberty, and spoke with words which have become immortal, We 
may well remember, however, that each new day demands new 
service and new sacrifice, a different solution to new problems. 
Perhaps even the forging of a new document which may express 
the aspirations of a world for freedom as we once expressed the

Congress Seeks End 
Of Subsidy Row So 
Holiday Can Begin 


WASHINGTON, July 4—(AP)—With total appropria- 
tions mounting toward the $130,000;,000,000 mark, leaders are 
seeking to dispose of the perplexing subsidy controversy and 
get final approval of five money bills in time to send the 
irritated and weary 78th congress home for a rest this week.
